O TARIFF WAR 

Prospects of a tariff war with France, 
which faded rapidly when French statesmen 
began to understand that the United States 
was very likely to get the better of such a 
struggle, are considered practically at an 
end with the acceptance of a basis on which 
a temporary agreement can be reached. 
There is still room for considerable contro- 
versy, it appears, on the French demand for 
time in which to make an investigation of 
American manufacturing before concluding 
a permanent commercial treaty, the United 
States making no objection to the investiga- 
tion but desiring the treaty first. 

The French position may be taken in per- 
fect good faith, but on the face of it it seems 
to be a scheme for postponing a permanent 
treaty indefinitely. A commission investi- 
gating American manufacturing obviously 
could readily consume severa! years in the 
work and several more compiling its reports 
and in the meantime American exporters 


te would be kept in a state of uncertainty that 


would be bad for business. 

Under the temporary agreement, it is un- 
derstood no details have been made public— 
the status quo would be maintained, both 
France and America retaining duties as 
they were before the recent advance in the 
French schedule, the United States making 
some minor concessions affecting adminis- 
trative methods but not affecting rates. 

There has been a sharp conflict between 
French and American tariff theories in the 
course of the negotiations, and some mis- 
understanding by the public of these differ- 
ences, Free trade Democratic papers have 
been chortling prematurely over the situa- 
tion, seeing in it a justified retaliation by 
France against a country having higher 
tariff duties than her own. They also have 


less against such tactics. This is not, how- 
ever, the case. 

It is true. that on the international index 
scale the American tariff stands at approxi- 
mately thirty-seven while that of France is 
about twenty-one. But these figures fall to 
take Into account the relative purchasing 


power of the populations of the two coun- 


tries. This is so much higher here that a 
tariff rate which would prohibit imports into 
France of any particular commodity, would 
check them only mildly if applied to this 
couptry. Since 1922, when the present tariff 
law became effective, imports from Europe 
have increased nearly 30 per cent while ex- 
ports to Europe have inc. eased less than 11 
per cent. Obviously the American tariff 
rates ale comparatively lower than those of 
Europe when the f ctor of purchasing power 
is considered, and much iower than those of 
France, which has a high index compared 
with European countries.
